PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Interesting Facts and Figures 
Given by Mr. Beck. 

Rev. A. J. Beck, of Decatur, 
candidate for State School Com- 
missioner, in his first address at 
Newnan the other day, gave some 
very interesting school figures in 
Georgia, something i n which every 
man, woman and child within its 
borders are interested. 

In the beginning of his address 
Mr. Beck said the report of the 
department of education for 1900 
showed a loss of several thousand 
in the school enrollment. "There 
is an apparent gain of G.,8.08," 
says Mr. Bock, "but there is, how- 
ever, a mistake of 1,000 in subs 
traction and the figures ought to 
bo 5,808, but while there was a 
gain in actual attendance of 5,808, 
there was a gam in school popula- 
tion of nearly 12,000, and so there j 
was a real loss in attendance of j 
something like 0,000. Going back j 
as for as 1898, we find that with a 
school population of 604,971, there 
was an enrollment of 436,682, 
which is 72 per cent. In 1900, 
with a school population of 682,- | 
870, there was an enrollment of 
484,385, which is 70 per cent, a 
loss of 2 per cent. An analysis of 
the reports will show about the 
same loss in average attendance 
Again by comparing these same 
reports issued by tbe present state 
school commissioner we find that 
the average salary of public school 
teachers in 1894 was $129.94. In 
1900 the average salary was $122.- 
98. That is, we haye actually 
lost in percentage of enrollment 
and average attendance and in the 
average pay of the teachers, not- 
withstanding the public school 
fund for 1900 was half a million 
irs greater than it was in 1894.

In those days the 
farms supplied everything, the 
merchants and people in the town 
buying from the farmer all then- 
supplies. The ways of (acquiring 
an education were limited, often 
parents had to educate their own 
children. The children who went | 
to school had to walk very far, I 
and that without regard to wind I 
and weather. 

There were no buggies in those 
days. The first vehicle that I cvs 
er saw was a two- wheeled gig and 
it looked as large and as fine as a 
parlor car does now. 

Methods in farming have great- 
ly improved over the old-fashion- 
way. We used to spend an entire 
day in grubbing up roots, then 
would pile them up and at night 
after supper carry them to the 
coal kiln and burn them down and 
carry them three miles and sell 
them as coal at three cents a bush- 
el. 

In those days the people lived 
according to the apostolic doctrine: 
God first; then honesty, then, 
make all you can. Each summer 
after the crops were laid by wo 
would gather top-ether at the 
campmeetings to praise God for 
His blessings to us. It took time 
to convert a person, but when he 
was converted he would stick. 

County Commissioners and 
School commissioners were 

elected by the people then, 
and wire pulling and trickery and 
packing juries were all unknown. 
It would be well if this were air- 
ways the custom now. 

God grant that we may turn 
back to these old landmarks of 
honesty and simplicity and be able 
to say, when we go from our chil- 
dren that all is well with them and 
with our country.

The largest newspaper oyer 
printed in America-was the Illumi- 
nated Qnadrupl6 Constellation, 
published in New York July 4, 
1859. It was Cy'feet by 8 feet 4 
inches in size, four pages to a side. 
A copy of it is now owned by John 
S. Jones, the yeteran editor of the 
Westporter-Herald of West port, 
Conn. 

Each page of this mammoth pa^ 
per has thirteen columns. The 
length of the columns is forty- 
eight inches. The paper weighed 
300 pounds to a ream and cost 
$60 a ream— twelye times more 
than a ream of Herald, Times or 
Tribune paper cost at that time. • 

The weight of the paper requir- 
ed for the limited edition of 28,000 
copies was equal to that required 
for more than 200,000 of The 
Times or The Herald. To produce 
the mastodon paper it required 
eight weeks of unceasing' labor of 
nearly forty persons.
